be remembered that early in this 
ef of Police Ort, by and with the 
of Mayor Cox, appointed Frank 
Purnell as a Special Policeman. 

This he had the power and the right to 
do under the law. 

For some reason— best known only to 
the members themselves— the Board of 
Council* has persistently refused to pay 
Mr. Purnell, Mr. Pearce, we believe, be- 
ing the only one in favor of it. 

This obliged him to bring suit in the 
Quarterly Court for his salary. 

Judge Hutchins decided adversely to 
Mr. Purnell, aud an appeal was taken to 
the Circuit Court, where 

Judge Harbeson very promptly and 
very properly declared Mr. Purnell's ap- 
pointment legal, and gave judgment 
against the city for the amount sued for. 

And yet— while pretending great econ- 
omy with the people's money— the Board 
of Council at ita last meeting, by a yea 
and nay vote of 7 to 4, reaolvsd to squan- 
der sevend hundred dollars by taking 
this simple case to the Court of Appeals! 

This statement is necessary to an un- 
derstaudiug of what follows. 

Soma weeks ago Mr. Purnell was 
placed in charge of six 

Mr. John L Whltaker 
or the offenders. 

He desired a private" conference 
with his clients, and Judge Wadsworth 
permitted them to go with him to b: 
office, with the understanding that officer 
Purnell should accompany them. 

The attorney did not object to thia ar 
rangemeut, and all left the Courtroom to 
gether. 

Arrived at the office. Mr. Whitaker ob- 
jected to Mr. Purnell's presence, saying 
he wanted a "private" audience with 
the prisoners. 

Mr. Purnell then told him that he could 
take them, either one at a time 
lectively, into the back room and talk to 
them, and he would remain in the front 

This did not suit the attorney, who 
told Purnell he didn't want him in bis 
office at all, and directed him to take a 
aeat out on the aidewalk. 

As Mr. Purnell was responsible for the 
prisoners, who had been giving the offi- 
cers the "slip" for several days, he re 
fused the kind offer of Mr. Whitaker. 

Thereupon Mr. Whitaker grew irate, 
and headed the procession for the Court- 
house to lay his tale of woe before Judge 
Wadsworth 

He made his statement to the Court 
without interruption. 

While officer Purnell was stating bis 
side of the case, Mr. Whitaker broke la 
repeatedly, flatly denying what the offi- 

ir said. 

Finally, exasperated beyond control, 
Purnell warned Whitaker not to contra- 
dict him again, and for thia be waa fined 
82 and coata for contemrt of Court. 

To thia Whitaker replied that he 
wouldn't say that outside the Courtroom, 
and Just then getting his eye on the offl 
cer's gun, e'xclaiincd, 

There, he's got a pistol on now!" 

Purnell promptly took the guu from its 
holster and laid it on the Clerk's desk. 

Thereupon Mr. Whitaker renewed his 
offensive remarks and Purnell hit him 
ones or twice with his fist. 

Quick as a flash the Court officers In- 
terfered, the men were separated, and 

Judge Wadsworth issued a warrant for 
Mr. Purnell, which was served upon him 
by Chief Ort 

The warrant was for a broach of the 
peace, for which he was fined S3 and 

ists. 

All this occurred within ten minutes 
following the difficulty. 

Mr. Whitaker waa present in Court 
during these proceedings, aud if he de- 
murred uo one heard bim. 

Subsequently Mr. Whitaker procured a 
warrant for officer Purnell, charging him 
with assault and battery. 

The* case was heard before Special 
Judge Frank P. O'Donnall, Police Judge 



Wadsworth declining to ait, he being a 
brother in law of Mr. Whitaker. 

City Attorney John L. Chamberlain, 
alao a relative of one of the parties, de- 
clined to prosecute, and Mr. Whitaker 
waa repreaanted by Commonwealth's At- 
torney James H. Sallee, assiated by 
ThomaaM. Wood, who acted for Cham 
berlain. 

Judge Thomas R, Phister appeared for 
Mr. Purnell. 

Mr. Purnell's lawyer plead former 
conviction, 

But the forensic efforta of the Com 
monwealth'a Attorney satisfied the able 
Court that It was a "set up job" between 
the Police Judge, the Chief and Special 
Officer Purnell, and he held him in $300 
to the Grand Jury, which was then in 
session. 

Of course, with the Commonwealth's 
Attorney to assist them, it was an easy 
matter for the Grand Jury to frame true 
bills against Purnell on two counts- 
sault anil battery aud carrying a 
ceiled weapon. 

The decision of Judge Harbeson de- 
claring Purnell's appointment as Special 
Policeman legal, which was rendered a 
day or two following the aforementioned 
indictment by the Grand Jury, effectu 
ally disposed of the charge of carrying a 
concealed weapon, for as an officer he 
had the right to carry it. 

At the adjournment of the Circuit 
Court the case went over to the Novem- 
ber term. 

And that one of the city's officers 
should net rest under an unjust accusa- 
tion all the facts in the case were laid 
before the Governor, 

Legal notice was served upon the C< 
monwcalth's Attorney, as the Governi 
rule provides, that application for pardon 
would be made on a certain day, and 
that officer, influenced doubtless by the 
subsequently-discovered unjustnessof the 
proceeding against Mr. Purnell, did not 
interpose a single objection, which is 
greatly to his credit. 

The papers that went to the Governor 
were accompanied by a petition signed 
by most of the leading business and pro 
fessional men of the city, 

And on Saturday, when the limit had 
expired in which the Commonwea 
Attorney was given to file a protest. Gov- 
ernor Bradley issued pardons for Mr. 
Purnell on both counts in the indictment. 

This whole proceeding was a "side 
issue" to the contention between the Ex- 
ecutive and the Legislative branches of 
the city government; 

And at every step the "higher autbori 
ties" have decided iu favor of the Execu- 
tive branch.

The crowds of anxious people ot thi 
depots did not scatter with the break 
of day, although the excitement of the 
night wore off as relatives and friends 
of the dead ones becamed convinced of 
the worst. About seven o'clock th» 
first funeral train from the scene o 
the catastrophe arrived at the uninr 
depot 

Thii train contained many of tin 
more seriously injured, and as tin 
poor unfortunates were lifted in 
blankets from the cur the groans o: 
the wounded mingled with the agon 
ized sobs of relatives and friends 
Twenty of the Injured were taken ir 
ambulances to St. Joseph's hospital. 
8everal of them can not live. 

At 8:30 o'olock the train cnrrylng the 
dead was sighted coming MTOM tti 
long Union Pacific trestle. The coi 
trast with the scene of the day be fori 
when the happy excursionists wei 
leaving, was awful. 

As the train drew up to the station 
special cordon of police guarded the 
approaches and kept tac crowd back. 
Seventeen bodies, laid on pine boards 
and covered with a pluin muslin 
•hroud, were token one bjF one and 
placed in a long row on the floor of the 
bagguge room. Only friends of the 
missing ones were allowed admission. 
Those silent forms gave evidence of 
the force of Saturday's collision. 
Headless trunks, bodies without limb*, 
limbs without bodies, a (rrucsom 
tacle, were gathered in that 
spoce.

There was once a time when glass was 
used only for window panes and mirrors, 
but since then it has developed iate many 
different fields By means of a valuable 
toughening process, recently discovered, 
glass may now be molded into lengths 
and used as railway sleepers. Glass rails 
are also produced by the same toughen 
lng process. It is therefore possible to 
have a complete glass railway 

The glass rails are turned out in size 
and shapes similar to these of the ordl 
nary steel rails. They arc far toughe 
and resist tbe action of the elements more 
successfully than steel. There is re 
to believe before long that we shall be 
able to ride In glass cars on glass rails 
laid on glass sleepers.

A daughter of the late G 
W. Singleton has a card wl 
ically of great interest. It is a pass 
writtea by President Lincoln late on 
April 13th, 1865, and is more than proba- 
bly the last pass he over wrote. It reads: 

"Allow General Singleton to pass to 
Richmond and return. A. Lincoln. 

"April 13th, 1865." 

The War was practically ended. Lee. 
with his "scarred and battered legions," 
awaited the end that was swiftly ap- 
proaching. The surrender was a ques- 
tion of time. Weary of bloodshed, 
with malice toward none, with charity 
for all." Mr. Lincoln, in the interests of 
e, had summoned to his aid General 
James W. Singleton of Quiuey, 111., a 
Virginian by birth, and personally known 
prominent men of the Confederacy, 
and also intimately associated with the 
President in his Western home. 

Already he had made several trips to 
Richmond-unofflcially of course— and 
there was a chance that the negotiations 
would bear good fruit and tend to a 
speedy and peaceful adjustment of many 
questions by making both sides better ac 
quaintcd with each other. 

General Singleton's request, Mr. 
Lincoln had given him a letter, stating in 
substance that if Virginia or any of the 
Southern States would recognize the au- 
thority of the United States, and elect 
Senators and members of Congress, such 
Senators and members of Congress would 
be entitled to take their seats. 

"Mr. President," said General Single- 
ton, referriug to this letter, "when I go 
South I shall be asked how your promise 
in this letter can consistently stand along- 
side of your emancipation proclamation. 
What shall I tell them /" 

"Singleton,' said Mr. Lincoln, "I have 
explaiued, and will now say again, that I 
have issued that proclamation, and if it 
have any legal effect I have no power to 
recall it If it have not any legal effect, 
it U of no consequence. I would not 
take it back if I could, and I could not if 
I would." 

He continued: "My duty is simply to 
enforce tbc laws. I want to see these 
states and all these people come back nn 1 
submit to the Constitution, and then my 
duty is done. I am the executive part of 
the Government, and when I have en- 
forced the laws the other derailments 
will relieve me of all responsibility." 

On April 14th be instructed General 
Singleton to "assure the people of Vir- 
ginia that he would favor the return of 
the state into the Union with her Govern 
ment intact, and the same on the part of 
the seceded states " 

"I cannot do everything 
said, "for I am impeded by the fact that 
everything is under martial law at tl 
present time. I wish you to go agaii 
immediately, to Richmond and reassure 
the people." 

Mr. Usher, Secretary of tbe Interior, 
was present at this interview, and was te 
accompany General Singleton to Rich 
inond. They took leave of the President 
and went out together. 

Later in the evening, going to Join Gov 
eraor Yates of Illinois and ether friends 
with whom they were to make a party fui 
supper, they were met on the threshold 
with flying rumors of tbe assassination 
of Mr Lincoln at Ford's Theater. 

Thus were Mr. Lincoln's last words 
those of peace and kindness.
